MEMBERS WANT TO GET HOME 


Much Interest Is Felt in What President 
Cleveland Will Do in Regard tothe 
Repeal of the State Bank Tax. 


Washington. October 31.—(Special.)—The 
repeal bill as it passed the senate was pre- 
sented to the house today, but was not 
considered. Under the rules of the house 
it must lie on the speaker's table until the 
next legislative day unless by unanimous 
consent it be considered. 

Colonel Livingston asked wianimous con- 
sent to take it up, but Mr. Bland objected, 
stating that it should go through the regu- 
lar channel. ‘Tomorrow Speaker Crisp will 
lay the bill before the house shortly after 
the reading of the journal. Mr. Wilson will 
move to concur in the senate ameudment 
and Mr. Bland may attempt to have it sent 
10 a committee. Mr. Bland will not be 
successful, 

The house is not disposed to delay the 
passage of the bill. Mr. Wilson, when he 
moves to concur, will demand the previous 
question. On that, under the rules of the 
house, a half hour's debate is allowed. It 
is probable, however, that an agreement 
will be reached by which the bill shall be 
debated until 4 o'clock, by which time the 
previous question will be considered as or- 
dered. : 

The Extra Session Nearly Over. 

Several amendments are to be offered, 
but it is not probable that any one of them 
will be adopted. The house wants to dis- 
pose of this matter and adjourn. It wants 
to dispose of the bill tomorrow and it will 
probably do so. Speaker Crisp said tonight 
he thought the bill would be disposed of at 
tomorrow's session and that congress would 
adjourn Thrrsday or Friday. 

“I see nothing to prevent our getting 
away by that time,’ he said. “Congress 
will adjourn, in my opinion, and not take a 
recess. “he Jatter would necessitate a re- 
turn to Washington the week before the 
Seginning of the regular session in order to 
adjourn, and I don’t believe the congress- 
men want to do that.” 

Now Repeal the State Bank Tax. 

The Springer resolution calling upon the 
treasury department for information about 
state banks which was recommitted to the 
committee on banking and currency yes- 
terday. was under consideration by that 
committee this morning. It failed, bowev- 
vr, tO act. ‘he statement wos made bya 
number of members who advocated the res- 
olution, that in voting for that they did not 
mmeun for it to be inferred that they were 
agamst the repeal of the state bank tax. 
They are in favor of it and simply want 
information upon the subject. if Mr. 
Cleveland will advocate the repeal of this 
tax in his message, it will be adopted by 
congress Without much difliculty, but in 
the event that Mr. Cleveland is silent on 
this subject, then there will be just such 
another fizht as there was over the Sher- 
inan repeal bill. Llowever, it is hoped by 
ui] the southern mea and believed by many 
that Mr. Cleveland will advocate the pas- 
gage of such a bill. 

Mr. Cleveiand in Good Humor. 

At the cabinet meeting this morning 
there was a general jollitication over the 
passage of the repal bill by the senate yes- 
terday.

World’s Fair Exbibitors Will Bring 
Their Displays South * 


AUGUSTA WILL GET MANY OF THEM 


Midway Plaisance Fakirs Have to 


Close Up and Move. 


THEIR ROOM IS NEEDED FOR TRACKS 


ExbibitorsAre Rushing to Get Their Goods 
Packed'Up and Shipped—The In- 
dians Depart for the West.

Chicago, October 51.—(Special, )}—There 
Was considerable bustle in all the large 
exhibit buildings at Jackson park today, 
each and every simple exhibitor being es- 
pecially anxious to be the first to load his 
exhibits on the cars. Quite a large num- 
ber of the American exhibitors and not a 
few of the foreigners have determined that 
instead of going to California at this time 
with their goods they will send thei to 
the Southeastern exposition, which opens 
at Augusta November 14th. ‘The time be- 
tween this and the opening is very short 
and it will take the liveliest kind of work 
on the part of both the exposition people 
and the exhibitors to make it. 

The tracks to the different buildings will 
be put down tonight and some.of the ex- 
hibitors will be packed up. by ‘tomorrow 
night if they can get their packing cases 
in time. The Augusta exposition espec- 
ially commends itself to exhibitors becanse 
it is in a thickly settled portion, of the 
country and is far enough removed from 
Chicago for it to be presumed that no 
great per cent of the population visited 
the world's fair. 

The climate and the comparatively easy 
means of transportation have had a great 
influence in securing exhibits. 


MIDWAY PLAISANCE CLOSED. 


Butfalo Bill's Warriors Return to the Kes- 
ervation Today— Scenes on the Grounds. 
Chicago, October 51.—Things were not 

noticeably disturbed at the world's fair to- 

day 

There was not a great crowd today, but 
it was large enough to give the place a 
color of life. In fact, it was a much big- 
ger day than many of those of the early 
suminer months. Buffalo Bill's warriors 
will go back to their fires at the Pine 
HWixige agency tomorrow. His cowboys 
will ride bronchos and throw their }assoes 
in ‘Texas and Mexico without an audience 
this winter. His Cossacks left for their 
homes in the vicinity of the Black sea to- 
day. His troop of United States cavalry 
will return. to its post, its farlough 
being ended @and the Germans, Iussians 
and French will sail to Antwerp together 
on November Oth. Colonel Cody is going 
to take a trip through the southwest as 
the guest of General Miles and Major 
burke. The general manager of the big 
show will shortly leave for the eastern 
countries to gather his wild men for néxt 
year. During the past six months Buffalo 
Bill's show has plaved@ to nearly 5,000,000 
people. The men had thei otheial closing 
vesterday and the women of the fair had 
their turn today. The exercises were held 
in the woman's building, all the distin- 
guished ladies identified with the exposi- 
tion being present. Mrs. Potter lalmer 
made the closing address, 

Mavor Stuart, of Philadelphia, and about 
fifty city officials, forming the escort to 
the liberty bell, left tonight with the bell 
by way of the Pennsylvania railroad for 
Cincinnati. ‘Tomorrow will be spent in 
that city, where a procession of 40,000 
school children will give an ovation to the 
bell. 

Midway's dream of a new lease of life 
is shattered.

Jackson Joark, -the world’s fair 
grounds proper, will be open, but Midway 
never again. All gate entrances to the 
palisade will be closed, also the entrance 
to it from the grounds proper. Couces- 
sionaires cannot continue business. Irom 
tomorrow no one will even be allowed to 
walk through the famous Midway plais- 
ance Without a special pass. 


LYING IN STATE. 
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Removal of Mayor Harrison's Remains to 
the City Ha!l—The Funeral Todav. 

Chicago. October 31.—The remains of 
Chicago's Gartield were borne to the city 
hall today to lie iv Dense 
crowds thronged the streets and sidewalks 
for blocks around the Carter Ilarrison 
wansion on Ashkind boulevard and wit- 
nessed the start. In the main it was not 
a fashionable multitude, but it was such 
a one as the famous mayor best liked to 
move among and speak with. Solemn 
stillness was observed as the cight stalwart 
fire department captains emerged bearing 
the cotlin. Eight captains of police fol- 
lowed. sharimg with the fire captains the 
honors of pallbearers. 

The cortege was a lengthy one and the 
distance to the city hall, two miles, through 
the heart of the city, was not covered for 


rhere state. 


a cousiderable time. 

Following the carriages containing city 
officials and mourners came a great throng, 
resolved to accompany the comparatively 
smnll cortege proper to its destination. 
Simplicity was the notable feature of the 
obsequies. The hearse was plain black 
and bore no waving plumes, nor did heavy 
drapings the black steeds which 
drew it. 

No strains of solemn music were heard 
as the procession passed slowly down Jack- 
son boulevard to the great graystone build- 
ing where once Carter Harrison was su- 
preme. The sweet strains of Chopin's 
funeral march floated out upon the quiet 
air from the instruments of 200 musicians 
stationed on the great steps of the LaSalle 
street entrance to the city hall. 

In an instant the multitudes which filled 
the streets as far as the eye could reach 
became even more quiet, if possible, than 
during the minutes preceding. Hardly a 
sound was heard, save the rumbling of 
Wagons On some distant side street. 

With Uncovered Heads. 

As by inspiration, coming to all the mem- 
bers of that vast concourse at the same 
instant, men lifted their hats and stood 
with uncovered heads, awaiting the arrival 
of the people's dead. Men, women and 
children were packed into the vast multi- 
tude of people and all stood as though cary- 
ed from stone. :

As soon as the casket was borne in and 
placed on the catafalque in the center of 
the corridor, the Clark street entrance Was 
thrown open and a seemingly endless Hne 
of silent, awed citizens began to file through 
the building, each to look his last on the 
dead.

Two Men Killed and Cars Piled Up in Con- 
fusion at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., October 31.—A_ railroad 
wreck within the city limits is an unusual 
occurrence and the report that a serious 
wreck had occurred on the Norfolk Ter- 
minal road, near the Norfolk City street 
car stables, at an early hour this morning 
was heard with unusual interest by the peo- 
ple of this section. The report spread 
rapidly and hundreds of persous went to 
the scene of the accident during the day. 
It was a remarkable sight to many who 
looked upon it who had never seen the re- 
sult of a railroad collision. Cars were 
broken to pieces’ and thrown here and 
there, one engine badly wrecked and the 
other in almost a shapeless mass and 
thrown on top of the cars yet on the track. 
Two men had been killed, two others sent 
to the retreat for the sick, while still others 
less seriously hurt were standing or sitting 
around the wreck.

A long line 
or coal cars, without an engine, was stand 
ing on the center of three tracks and a 
freight train was approaching from Lam.- 
bert’s Point, while a coal train was going 
toward Lambert's Point, each enginecia 
keeping to his right hana. 

The train bound fer Lambert's Point 
must have been going at a good rate of 
speed, judging from the extent of the 
wreck. Instead of its keeping on the mait 
track the upen switch let it on to the cen 
ter track and it crashed into the line oj 
loaded coal cars standing there.

The engineer ofthis unfortunate trair 
seems not to have seen the alarm signa. 
on the switch, but he quickly realized his 
terr#ble situation and did ail in his power 
to stay the speed of his engine. He was, 
however, buried in the mass of debris under 
the largest portion that was left of the en- 
gine and was found with his hand on his 
reversing lever. He had to be dug out and 
death was, no dowdt, instantaneous. When 
the engine of this train struck the coal 
ears it threw them to both sides of the 
track and the engine, that is, a big portion 
of its wreck, rode up on top of the cars 
left in front of it. 

The train coming from Lambert's Point 
ran into the coal car that had been throwa 
by the other collision across its track aud 
then ensued a second wreck, the engine of 
this train befng badly damaged, its tender 
broken to pieces and its ears broken and 
overturned. The engineer and fireman of 
this train Jumped for their lives, the for- 
mer, E. H. Reames, of this city, escaping 
with slight injury to arm and leg, and the 
hreman, A. A. Blankenship, receiving little 
or ho injury. 

The conductor, P. A. Jordan, of this 
city, was in his caboose at the time and 
was thrown against a table, hurting him 
self about the abdomen. The fireman of 
the train in the tirst collision, Kd MeCune, 
of Crewe, Va.. was very badly scalded 
and hurt and was taken to the retreat for 
the sick, where he died this afternoon at 5 
o'clock. William Phield, flagman, had his 
colar bone broken and a negro named Ed 
Bland, of Portsmouth, who was employed 
at Lambert’s Point and who was on his 
way there to work, was so badly injured 
that he died near the scene of the wreck, 

The engineer who was killed, Thomas 
Andrews, of Petersburg, was a single map 
about thirty vears of age. He was badly 
seulded and was crushed about the breast. 
His father arrived here today and will 
carry the remains to Petersburg this after- 
noon. There was talk at the scene of the 
wreck of several persons being under the 
debris. but nothing definite as to the miss- 
ing persons could be @obtained. Squire 
Green, colored, a brakeman on the train 
bound to Lambert’s Point, was injured and 
had to be removed to the retreat for the 
sick.

THE PACKWOOD MURDERS, 


Three Men Are to Be Tried at an Earl; 
Dere for the Crimes, 

De Land, Fla., October 31.—(Special.)— 
At the November term of the circuit court, 
which opens in this city on Thursday next, 
three men now under indictment for the 
atrocious murders in the Packwood house, 
near New Smyrna, will probably be tried. 
‘The dase is the first on the criminal docket 
and it will probably be called on Iriday or 
Saturday. The men accused of the erime 
are Will McRae and another white man 
named Clinton, with Irwin Jenkins, col- 
ored, as accomplice. 

This murder was committed in December, 
SOL. The victims were found in the house 
fully twenty-four hours after death with 
their throats cut and their bodies full of 
bullet wounds. They were Miss Bruce, of 
New York, a sister of Mr. Packwood's 
dead wife; little Frankie Packwood, about 
five years old, and a woman and her 
twelve-year-old boy, neighbors of the Pack- 
woods, who were guests at the house dur- 
ing Mr. Packwood'’s absence in Orlande 
looking after the sale of his orange crop. 

The revolting feature of their taking off 
disclosed upon the discovery of their 
bodies, proved the murderers to have been 
fiends incarnate. For weeks and months 
following the perpetration of the crime it 
was a deep mystery. Arrests were made 
and suspects discharged in rapid sneces- 
sion and public opinion in the meantime 
shifted about like a weathercock. Some of 
the lending of the country 
seut their best detective reporters to work 
on the case, and it was a subject for news- 
paper discussion all over the country for 
many weeks, It was nearly a year and a 
half after the murders that the grand jury 
of Volusia county found three indictinents 
against the men, who had been constantly 
under suspicion, but who had been pro- 
pounced innocent by a considerable number 
of people in the neighborhood of the scene 
of the tragedy and throughout the country. 

The trial of these men will excite an in- 
terest as wide as the country itself and 
this will be in no wise diminished by the 
probability that a motion will be made for 
a change of venue from Volusia county. It 
will be practically impossible to find in 
that county a man otherwise fit for a juror 
who has not formed an opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of the acensed, and 
further than this it is said upen good au- 
thority that the testimony in this trial is 
likely to bring ont a great many circum 
stances, perhaps seme sec in‘dals,

PEVER ON THE WANE. 


The Weather Is Cool at Brunswick, 
but No Frost Yet. 


REFUGEES WARNED TO STAY AWAY 


Skillful Physicians Have Kept the Death 
Rate Down-—An Enormous Amount 
of Provisions Distributed. 


Brunswick, Ga., October, 31.—{Special.) 
Ten new cases of yellow fever were report- 
ed today, but no deaths. Five of the num- 
ber are whites, 2s follows: Bennie Frank- 
lin, Stephen Gauton, Joseph Leike, James 
Creamer and Harry Olsen. One hundred 
and fifty-seven cases are now under treat- 
ment, thirty-one white and 126 colored. 
The total ratio of mortality is 7 per cent. 
The ratio among the whites is 15.9 per 
cent, and among the negroes 2.8 per cent. 
The weather is still cool, but the wind 
blows strongly from the south, preventing 
frost. The penetrating wind having a 
strong effect on the people outdoors causes 
many to think that it is colder than the 
thermometers show. 

The fever has been’ checked, however, 
aud while danger is by uo means over, 
few will now be stricken. The greatest 
care is being exercised with the sick and 
the low death rate of this epidemic is a 
monument to the skill of Surgeon Murray 
and his coworkers, both physicians and 
nurses. 

Dancerous to Go Back Early. 

Surgeon Murray is considering the advisa- 
bility of takiag off the cordon around Bruus- 
wick soon. It must not be considered as 
an indiscriminate invitation to the people 
around Brunswick to rush into their homes 

without due preparations and precautions. 
Houses must be cleaned, fumigated and 
generally disinfected. Premises should be 

eaned, and lime freely scattered about 
foul places. Surgeon Murray desires this. 
He is full of sympathy for Brunswick's peo- 
ple and appreciates the general desire to 
get into better quarters of home life; but 
he does not intend that a second outbreak 
of the fever shall be caused by any idea 
of false security. Surgeon Murray is as 


anxious to have the people safely back in- 


their homes as they are to get back, but 
he knows the dangers of an imprudent rush, 
Those out should not bring their families 
back until frost. All here realize how 
anxious Brunswick's people are to get back 
home, but it is better to stay away for a 
few days longer than to incur the risk of 
such a second outbreak 4s was precipitated 
here in 1876. On this line, Surgeon Guqger- 
al Wyman today wired Surgeon Murray 
these words: “It is a great mistake for 
the people to return to Brunswick now. 
Enforce prohibition to the extent of your 
ability. Secure co-operation of the local 
wthorities.” 
work of the Commissary. 

Bookkeeper Ed Bingham furnishes the fol- 
lowing statement of the commissary work 
fiom the day of the opening to October 
29th: 

Relief committee orders filled 19,046. In- 
dividual rations issued 48,889. Rations for 
the sick issued 2,233. These figures mean 
an enormous amount of provis- 
ions, The number of people 
who have’ received these’ rations is 
estimated at 3,500. One-third of this num- 
ber are supplied each day with three days 
rations. These 48,889 rations would feed 
one person 126,667 days. or a fraction over 
347 years. As it is they have supplied 
one thousand families for two months. 

No Uope of Frost Yet. 


The malarial type is becoming so pro- 
pounced now that it requires from 48 to 
60 hours for the physicians to properly 
diagnose a case of fever. 

Dr. J. P. Wall, of Tampa, Fla., after 
four weeks of volunteer service to the peo- 
ple of Brunswick, has been called home by 
illness in his family. No more _ skilled 
physician or arduous worker ever labored 
in the cause of humanity and his depart- 
ure causes genuine sorrow and regret. Dr. 
Samueis, who has been stationed at Jesup, 
was called in by Surgeon Murray today and 
will assist in the Brunswick work for 
awhile. At 8:30 tonight the air is grow- 
ing Warmer and indications of rain are 
piling up. No hope for frost is yet in sight. 
Surgeon Murray late tonight warned two 
men not to bring their families back now. 
He says two men have committed plain 
murder by disobeying his warning and 
third person is dying from foolishly return- 
ing. People who think they know more 
than the doctors do of the danger in re- 
turning should beware or they may rush 
loved ones to their death. 

At 9:30 tonight the thermometer regis- 
tered 57 degrees in an exposed place. The 
guards wili not be removed from around 
Jesup tomorrow as was anticipated by 
Jesupites. Surgeon Murray decided this to- 
night.

The proceeds of the entertainment by the 
newspaper men amounted to $1,100, and 
that of the high school alumnae to about 
$500. In numerous other ways a large sum 
of money has been realized, all of which 
amounting to over $6,000 has found its way 
into the treasury of the afflicted city. 

It now seems that the plague is about to 
be lifted. In this event Brunswick will 
bave reason to congratulate herself. Al- 
though she has suffered unto agony, 
the fatality of the scourge has not 
been so devastating as in the past years, 
nor as other localities have suffered. 

Compared with the number of cases, the 
total number of deaths has been compara- 
tively small, and the population of the city 
has not been materially decreased. The 
return of better conditions, with the depart- 
ure of the scourge, will restore confidence, 
and the result will be that, in a few 
months. Brunswick will be as progressive 
and enterprising as she has ever been in 
her past history. 

The progress of the frost in the direction 
of the Atlantic coast and the further de- 
crease in the number of cases reported, 
will be awaited with cousiderable interest 
by the friends of the stricken city als over 
the country.

Augusta Strats Of with the One-Cent 
Rate at Last. 


HER EXPOSITION WILL NOW BOOM 


Other Railroad News of Interest Here 
and There-Meeting of a Rate Com- 
mittee Here Yesterday. 


- 


“You may say this time in the railroad 
columns of The Constitution—you May say 
that 1 am disposed to give the Augusta 
Exposition Company the 1 cent a mile rate 
With certain modifications,” said Commis- 
sioner iv. B. Stahlman to a Constitution re p- 
resentative last night. 

This is a considerably interesting item of 
news to the people within a radius of sey- 
eral hundred miles of the city of Augusta, 
where the great exposition is to be held this 
fall. 

The question of whether or not the 1 
cent rate woul be allowed hung fire for a 
time with the railroad authorities. The 
committee representing the city of Augusta 
and the @xposition company that came to 
Atlanta last week and laid the matter be- 
fore Commissioner Siaughter, showed what 
great interest is felt in the matter by the 
people of that region of the south, both in 
Georgia and the Carolinas. 

They made a clear case of it. They 
showed that while the promoters of this 
great enterprise were grateful enough for 
the favor of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association shown in granting 
the J cents a mile rate round trip, still they 
thought it would be best for the railron: Is, 
as well as for the peopie who want to go 
to the exposition for the association to give 
a rate of.1 cent a mile on special days. 

After giving the matter careful considera- 
tion Commissioner Slaughter was doubt- 
ful as to whether the 1 cent a mile rate 
would prove advantageous for the railroads, 
but when the matter came up yesterday 
before Commissioner Stahlman, and the 
committee from Augusta appeared and set 
forth the claims of the Fountain City so 
clearly, the commissioner was no longer 
in doubt and spoke as quoted in the para- 
graph above, declaring his intentions. of 
granting the 1 cent rate with certain modi- 
fications, 

He does not say what those modifications 
will be and wi not formally render an 
opinion in the case until this afternoon. 

The fact that there will be cheap rates 
to the exposition is enough inspire re- 
newed energy among those who are work- 
ing up the great undertaking, and it has. 
Colonel Patrick Walsh has gone to Wash- 
ington to invite the president and the cabi- 
net to the exposition. He has thrown his 
whole soul into the ente rprise, and it is now 
clear that Augusta is going to have a re gu- 
lar world’s fair of it.

The feature of the day, however, was the 
address of the grand master. Grand Mas- 
ter John S. Davidson is noted throughout 
the south as an orator of the truest type.

speedy to 
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Silver Redeemable in Gold. 

Some of our democratic contemporaries 
m the south which are more familiar 
With the question of patronage than with 
the great financial issue that has been 
up for discussion recently, have been 
endeavoring to convince themselves that 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act would not demonetize 
our present stock of silver coin, so far as 
it bears any relation to a money stand- 
ard. They have insisted on this and 
their argument has been to the effect 
that the coined silver will still remain a 
part of our currency system. | 

We have dealt with this argument be 
fore, but, as it is still employed as a 
shield to ignorance, and as an excuse 
for the most serious attack that has been 
made on the people’s prosperity since 
the demonetization of silver in 1873, it 
is well to pursue it into its hiding place, 
so that no one may misunderstand the 
miéatter. 

When the repeal bill becomes a law 
our silver coin will be just as much of a 
money standard as the greenbacks or the 
silver notes. It will have precisely the 
same functions and no more. It will 
be a partial legal tender, but it will not 
be recognized as the money of final pay- 
ment. In other words, our stock of 
Silver coin will be redeemable in gold, 
just as the greenbacks and silver notes. 
This is the way parity is maintained be- 
tween treasury notes and gold, and this 
S the way the parity between silver and 
yold is to be maintained. 

Lest there should be any mistake about 
this in the minds of our readers, we 
take pleasure in quoting from The 
Financier, of New York, which may be 
described as the trade organ of that fa- 
mous financial avenue. The Financier, 
writing before repeal had been practi- 
eally accomplished, and strenuously ad- 
vocating that measure, says of silver 
that “it is continually fluctuating in its 
relations to gold, and it must remain a 
disturbing element in the whole currency 
system of the country, until provision is 
made by law for the redemption in gold 
at the treasury of every silver dollar 
presented, and for authority on the part 
of the teasury to issue bonds as they 
might be needed for such redemption.” 

The repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law, which earries with 
it the coinage clause, completely wipes 
silver out of our currency as the money 
of tinal payment, which is the chief func- 
tion of a money standard. 

li is well that these matters should be 
understood as we go along; it is well that 
the poople should understand the nature 
of the situation. 

On the other hand, if times are ‘to be 
as prosperous under the single gold 
standard as they were under the partial 
restoration of silver—if prosperity is to 
follow repeal—if prices are to go up, 
wages be increased, and work found for 
the idle labor that has been thrown out 
of employment—then The Constitution 
will giadly admit that its arguments 
were wrong, its position at variance with 
reason, and that the single gold standard 
and a contracted currency are what the 
people need. 
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An Overworked Court. 

The bill providing for an increase in 
the number of our supreme court judges 
is set for today in the house, and it is 
to be hoped that the verdict will be in 
Its favor. 

The proposed increase has been ob- 
jected to on the ground of economy, but 
it is mistaken economy to allow our 
highest court to be so overworked that 
its three judges are forced to drudge 
along day and night, and sometimes on 
Sundays, with no prospect of clearing 
the docket in a year's time. 

At present the docket is a long one and 
it is growing longer. It would save our 
thousands of litigants time and money 
if we increased the number of supreme 
judges so that the business of the court 
sould be expedited. The cry of hard 
‘hnes has nothing to do with the case. 
Che measure will have to take the shape 
f a constitutional amendment, and it 
aeed not be voted on by people ear- 
der than next October. 2 too 
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hard then to justify it, the people will 
reject the amendment. 

It can do no possible harm for the 
legislature to submit this amendment to 
the people. Unless some relief is afford- 
ed it will soon be impossible to find three 
competent jurists who will consent to 
sit on the supreme bench and struggle 
with the enormous tasks imposed wpon 
them. 
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The Fight Over the Tariff. 

A democratic administration, elected 
on a platform which demands a revenue 
tariff and pronounces a protective tariff 
unconstitutional, has no freedom of 
choice. It cannot temporize or compro- 
mise. It must wipe out the principle 
of protection, and get the customs duties 
down to a revenue basis, 

Already, the eastern organs of protec- 
tion are beginning to make vague threats 
and predictions. They intimate that the 
business of the country will remain de- 
pressed until the democrats give up their 


‘plan of tariff reform or materially mod- 


ify it. They predict that a revenue tariif 
would cause our industries to shut down 
and throw thousands of operatives out of 
employment. 

The friends of tariff reform should go 
forward without heeding these stale fic- 
tions. During the past two years the 
manufacturers of the country have made 
their arrangements to meet a lower 
tariff and they have already discounted 
its effects in advance. Under a tariff for 
revenue they will still have sufficient 
protection. Even John Sherman admitted 
in @ speech in the senate in 1867 that 
the wit of man could not possibly frame 
& revenue tariff that would produce 
$140,000,000 without amply protecting 
our domestic industry. 

We commend this declaration of the 
Ohio senator to the eastern advocates 
of protection. They cannot refifte it. 
They now sell their products all over 
South America at thuch lower prices 
than they charge here at home, and still 
make a profit. Under a revenue tariff 
we shall get the benefit of low prices, 
and the manufacturers will extend their 
trade abroad-and necessarily run on full 
time and employ more hands as they 
increase their output. They will seek 
foreign markets just as soon as they find 
that they need two customers to yield 
the profit which they now reap from 
one customer. 

But we do not need another campaign 
of education in regard to the tariff. The 
question has been passed upon by the 
American people and their ultimatum is 
expressed in the Chicago platform. 

°F ae 
Responsible Cranks. 

The crank who murdered Carter Har- 
rison will not find it easy to escape the 
gallows on the plea of insanity. 

As The New York Herald puts it, the 
popular idea of insanity is no test in rash 
cases. It says: 

The legal test of crim nal responsibility is 
not whether an assassin is insane in the pop- 
ular sense of the word, but whether he knew 
the ecrim.nal nature of his murderous act. In 
the case of Prendergast that is a question for 
the jury which tries him to determine. 

This is on the right line. Many years 
ago there was an epidemic of murder- 
ous crankism in England but the courts 
of that common sense country promptly 
applied the following tests in all mur- 
der trials in which insanity was the de- 
fense: 1. Did the accused know at the 
time he did the deed what he was doing? 
~. Did he know that it was contrary to 
the law of the land? 

This was the course pursued in the 
Guiteau case, and it should be followed 
when Prendergast is brought to trial. 

Mayor Harrison's assassin was sane 
enough to attend to business and earn 
his own living—sane enough to hunt 
down his victim and kill him. It will 
take a mountain of evidence to convince 
in intelligent jury that such a man did 
not know the criminal nature of his act 
when he shot the mayor down on his 
own doorstep. 

If it was right to hang Guiteau, Pren- 
dergast should meet the same fate. 
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Another Gold Shipment. 

A modest little telegram printed in 
yesterday's paper announced that Lazard 
Freres had engaged $1,000,000 in gold 
for shipment to Southampton. 

The fact is not likely to attraet much 
attention and yet if there had been the 
slightest doubt about the enactment of 
the senate repeal bill, there would have 
been the wildest excitement along the 
lines of goldbuggery, with symptoms of 
a collapse in Wall street. 

Nevertheless, the export of this mil- 
lion of gold has just as much significance 
as it had when the Sherman law was 
in operation—and it may have more. 

It may mean one of two things—that 
the combination of American and foreign 
banks that has earried out this last 
scheme of silver demonetization is pre- 
paring to make another raid on the 
treasury reserve in order to force an is- 
sue of bonds, or it may mean that for- 
eign bankers propose to drain us of our 
gold for purposes of their own. 

It is to be borne in mind that, with 
silver demonetized, the stability of our 
entire circulating medium is dependent 
on our stock of gold. This simple fact 
places our whole currency sysiem at the 
mercy of the foreign governments which, 
like France, England and Germany, have 
at their command the resougees of great 
national banks. These resources enable 
them to drain us of our gold whenever 
they please to do so. <A panie produced 
here in this way, has vast elements of 
profit in it for the money kings both at 
home and abroad. 
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Direct to Manchester. 


The opening of the Manchester ship 
canal, which has been arranged for the 
1st of January, is a very important mat- 
ter to the south. Three-fourths of the 
cotton consumed in Great Britain is 
taken in the Manchester district, and 
within carting distance of the Manches- 
ter docks. 

The cotton spinners of that distriet 
have signed, or are signing, a circular 
informing the growers and shippers of 
the United States that in purchasing 
they will give preference to cotton ship- 
ped direct to Manchester. In addition 
to this, the saving in charges, as com- 
pared with Liverpool, will amount to 
about 30 cents a Dale. 

Two steamships have already been 
placed to sail from New Orleans on the 
10th and 24th of December, and ar- 
rangements are making for a steamship 
to leave Galveston the first week in De- 
cember. 

Later there will be steamships placed 


at Savannah and Charleston for the ship- 
ment of cotton direct to Manchester. 
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If we are to issue bonds every time the 
national banks of Europe and the Roths- 
chfids make a raid on our gold, how long 
will it be before the country is bankrupted? 


Messrs. Lazard Freres have already 
begun to ship gold to Europe. These 
amiable freres might have waited until the 
repeal bill had been signed.

Can anybody tell us how this country 
is to keep the gold it professes to get from 
the sale of bonds?

Says The Chicago Tribune: “According to 
ex-Lieutenant Totten the human race is just 
now in the midst of tronblous times. In 
his latest work, issued last June, he says the 
world was then on the eleventh stroke of 
the midnight hour; that the twelfth stroke 
would occur at the time of the equinox last 
September. He wrote: ‘I dread the twelfth 
stroke, which lasts to the end of the year, 
1803, and in my opinion you will find very 
few men who do pot look with dread akin to 
the predicted heart failure upon what Les 
between us and the end of the year,’ He 
professed to think that the religious congress 
at the world’s fair would be a part of the 
mischief, and that there was at least a fair 
prospect for an era of cholera or yellow fever. 
He adds: ‘But this is only an American out- 
look and not a thousandth part is told. It is 
bad enough both here and in Great’ Britain, 
but it is worse everywhere else. The fact is 
we are dealing with a world-wide crisis. Lo- 
eality goes for nothing. Things are upset 
everywhere,’ All of which suggests that 
either it is poor humanity or poor Totten. If 
the world be not doomed to destruction with- 
in the next few weeks Totten is crazy, though 
it is fair to him to say that he allows the de- 
structive process will not have been com- 
pleted till some time in the closing year of 
the present century.”

The legislature has been liberal in Its 
treatment of the asylum, but the increase of 
insanity has been so rapid that the capacity 
of the buildings is insufficient. The burdens 
on the state treasury are heavy, but the claim 
of the asylum ought to be considered a “pre- 
ferred’’ one, We hope the legislature will tind 
itself able to give the money for the additional 
building desired by the trustees. 


THE CIGARETTE BILL. 


Albany Herald: The Georgia legisiature has 
tackled the cigarette again, This is nonsense, 
There is but one way to down the cigarette, 
and that is by pational legislation,

PUBLIC OPINION, 


New York Advertiser: Senator Gorman’s 
remarkable speech in the senate yesterday 
continues to be the subject of much comment. 
That the leader of the democracy, in fact if 
not in name, should have advertised to the 
world the utterly helpless condition of his 
party can only be accounted for by the be- 
lief that his real object was to emphasize the 
breach between the party and its president. 
His wail of anguish because the republicans 
and the president together had made it impos- 
sible for the democrat-c senators to agree on 
a compromise shows clearly how lIttle sin- 
cerity there was from the first in the profes- 
sion by his colleagues of a desire for uncondi- 
tional repeal. 

New York Tribune: In the closing debate on 
silver in the senate two notable speeches set 
forth very effectively the position of the two 
great partes. Senator Sherman spoke with 
great power, the more because it was his in- 
tolerably scornful arraignment of the demo. 
crats Which forced them to do something, 
and when thirty-nine of them had signed a 
dishonorable compromise it was Senator Sher- 
man who promptly declared that not one re- 
publican vote would be cast for it. According 
to democratic statements, his emphatic an- 
nouncement of that fact to President Cleye- 
land brought about the declaration by the 
president which killed the compremise. Sena- 
tor Gorman, the recognized leader of the dem. 
ocrats in the senate and chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee which framed this compro- 
mise, replied with his well-known ability and 
adroftness, but only made it more clear that 
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the democratic party had almost unanimously | 
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determined to force its own president to aban- 
don the measure to which he was publicly 
committed, and Mr. Gorman directly charged 
that only Senator Sherman with the republl- 
can votes prevented the success of that effort. 
Senator Gorman does not pay. any attention to 
the fact that the president would have been 
humiliated by his own party, but be charges 
that a practically united democratic vote 
would have carried through a compromise had 
not Senator Sherman heid the key of the situ- 
ation and forced upon the democrats The bill 
proposed by their own president. 

New York Times: In the debate on Saturday 
Mr. Gorman made a speech extremely inter- 
esting to lis fellow members. He declared, in 
substance, that when the senate met there 
was not a majority for the unconditioual repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman law; 
that during the period of delay which followed 
senators yielded to the pressure of public opin- 
ion and repeal gained strength; that in the 
hottest part of the fight Mr. Sherman gave 
out that unconditional repeal was impossibie 
amd outlined the compromise that would be 
adopted; that finally, when practically this 
compromise involving the coinage of the 
“se.guiorage”’ and the issue of bonds was pro- 
posed, Mr, Sherman and the republicans would 
hot support it, and then unconditional repeal 
became inevitable. 

Pablic Men and Cranks.

The assassination of Mayor Carter H. Harri- 
son, of Chicago, on the eve of the closing of 
the great fair, in whose Distory he has 
borne so prominent a part, is a very shocking 
acd deplorable occurrence. 

It calls attention once more to one of the 
peculiar risks which every man must run who 
holds a prominent position either in public 
or private life. 

President Garfield’s 
strong surface resemblance, in 
circumstances, to that of Mayor Harrison. 
In both cases the assassin claimed that an 
office had been prom.sed to him, and to have 
been justiy incensed because he failed to 
get it. 

Bditorial writers, almost as cranky as the 
cranks who do these things on such filmsy 
pretexts, will say now, as they said when 
Gartield wag shot, that the spoils system is 
at the bottom of it. 

All that sort of moralizing is very sad 
twaddie. Murderously insane men kill their 
v.ctims without rhyme or reason. If offices 
were not refused to them. they would find 
Other grievances just as valid. 

Prime Minister Perceval, of England, was 
assassinated by one of these bomicidal mani- 
acs as he was going into she heuse of com- 
mons. An office had not been refused to the 
fellow, but he pretended to bave a money 
Claim against the government which it un- 
justly refused to pay, and he fixed upon poor 
Mr, Perceval as the man who ought to die 
because it was not paid. 

Prime Minister Gitadstofe had a narrow 
escape, only a few months ago, from another 
of this class of dangerously crazy men. An 
office had not been denied to him. either, but 
he got it into his head that Mr. Gladstone 
was doing Protestantism great Warm by his 
home rule bill, and that it was his mission to 
kill. him. 

Our own Mr. Mackay. the bonanza king, 
came near dying by a bullet wound, dealt 
him by a similar kind of assassin not long 
So in the case of Mr. Frick, of Home- 
stead fame. In both these cases the would- 
be murderers) were not disappointed office 
seekers, but (in their minds) social reformers. 

The attempt on the life of Russell Sage, 
and that made later on the life of Rev. Dr. 
John Hall, of this city, were both made by 
members of the same order of ferocious 
cranks. It is not many weeks since the white 
house was visited by a queer being, who said 
he came to dispossess Mr. Cleveland, but who 
was, fortunately, himself ‘‘removed” aad com- 
mitted to an asylum. And it was only the 
other day that a sanguinary fellow, of the 
same general type, went into the gallery of 
the Chicago stock exchange and began blazing 
away with a pistol at the members on the 
floor. There seems to be an epidemic of this 
despicable Kind of crime.

No, it is of no use to indulge in silly talk 
about the spoils system Heing responsible for 
attempts on the lives of prominent public 
men. VThe fact that they are prominent is, 
alone, the explanation of such attempts. 

It is simply one of tse penalties of emi- 
nence. It is not a new penalty of eminence, 
either. It has been paid by eminent person- 
ages of every axe. 

There is this to be learned, however, from 
such a fate as that of Mayor Harrison. The 
democratic simplicity and affab.lity which ad- 
mits any and every man who chooses to call 
at a prominent public official’s house to his 
immediate personal presence makes his as- 
sassination extremely easy. 

President Garfield’s fate taught the same 
lesson. Had he gone to the Washington rail- 
road depot under escort, as the head of any 
European nation would have done, Guiteau 
could not have killed him as he did. 

While our public men are slowly learning 
the lesson that it is a perilous thing to per- 
mit the easy and familiar approach of all 
eomers. including the cranks with special mis- 
sious and pistols, the best thing that can be 
dene is to follow the precedeyt set in Gul- 
teau’s case, and discourage the assassin in 
the sternest way, The plea of insanity should 
not be lightly accepted.

taxation by law in returning ¢ne’ same for 
state, county or municipal taxation shall at the 
time of sucb return make out a scheduie of 
such stocks, bonds, choses in action and oth- 
er evidences of indebtedness, giving a full de- 
scription, the name of the owner, togéther 
with the dates thereof, and the amount due 
on the day when the return is required by 
law. This schedule shall be accompanied by 
ap affidavit that it is correct and contains a 
full and complete inventory of the names of 
the persou or persons, firms or corporations 
owing him, and the amounts due him and the 
dates thereof, and that the value placed upon 
the entire list is in his judgment correct. 
Avy person making a false affidavit shall be 
guilty of false swearing, and for a failure to 
make a true and complete inventory and 
schedule as provided said person or firm shall 
be double taxed upon all of their property, 
both real and personal, given in for taxation 
for each and every year in which a true and 
complete schedule and inventory has not beeo 
made, and it shall be the duty of the officer 
authorized by law to collect taxes upon dis- 
covering the schedule to be incorrect to issue 
a tax fi. fa. for said double taxes."’

If there is any one thing evolving out of 
h@ recent stir in Atlanta city politics on 
Which the people seem to be more firmly 
united than another, surely it is the idea 
that the city banks should not be mixed up 
iu any way with the ection of a city treas- 
urer. 

The interviews printed in ‘yesterday's 
Constitution from a number of leading citi- 
zens showed that the sentiment against 
having a bank fight is well established. 

All of t > leading citizens of Atlanta, rep- 
resentative business men, who are in no 
Way interested in the way things are 
going with a spirit of contest between 
banks, have no hesitancy in saying that it 
would be far wiser and better if the city 
treasurer were elected without regard to 
this bank or that, and after the election, 
based solely on the merits of the men, allow 
all the banks to bid for the city’s money. 

This, it is thought by the sober, thinking 
men, is the only way for the election of a 
city treasurer to be made. 

What the city first wants is a man to fil 
the office in a satisfactory way. To get the 
best man the less warfare between banks 
in the election the better. 

It will be all right and proper for the 
banks to file bids for the money after the 
election is over and the right man is put in 
office without friend to reward or enemy to 
punish. It is easy to see how disadvantage- 
ous it would be have two or more banks 
tussling for the city’s money in a campaign 
for the office of treasurer. It is difficult 
to see how any such trouble could afise if 
the election is held without this mixing of 
financial institutions with municipal poli- 
tics. 

Many of the representative citizens of 
Atlanta make no bones in saying that it 
would be wrong to the people of Atlanta 
to have any such race for the city treas- 
urer’s office as would necessarily result 
with banking companies pulling this way 
and that to elect their favorite men. 

Some More Interviews. 


“There is but one side to the question,” 


said Mr. H. C. Sawtell yesterday, talking 
about the issue involved. “It would be 
Wrong, unquestionably wrong to allow the 
banks to be mixed up in a fight like this, 
when we are trying to get the best man for 
the office to be found. I am disposed to think 
that it would be put simple justice to the 
citizens of Atlanta to adopt some good plan 
that wit put the banks of the city out of 
the election until the people have had their 
say, then let the banks come to the front 
and bid for the patronage. 

“Most assuredly this would be more just 
than to go ahead with a free for all fight 
among the banks of the city, swaying the 
election to the right and to the left in a 
campaign for the office of city treasurer, 
and other offices. I am heartily in sympa- 
thy with the ideas advanced in The Con- 
stitution yesterday by certain well-known 
citizens, and I think they are right to speak 
out t is early against a sys'em that can nev- 
er be as safe as.a free and independent elec- 
tion, ‘every tub standing on its own bot- 
tom. 

“T have given the matter considerable 
thought for the past two or three days and 
have been wondering why some plan has 
not been started looking to removing banks 
from the city election, so that the only ques- 
tion that could possibly arise would be the 
question of who is the best man for the 
office.” 

Dr. Turner Wants Fair Play. 

“T am for fair play in every election un- 
der the sun,” said Dr. Turner when ques- 
tioned about the matter. 

“IT think it would be right hard to free 
the coming election from the influence of 
banking institutions, for the reason that 
all elections in the past have felt some kind 
of sway from the influence of this bank or 
that. I think it will be no easy thing to 
get rid of the banks in this matter. but the 
fact still remains that the question in any 
election ought to be to get the right man 
for the right place. 

“It does certainly seem to be proper that 
the banks should make bids for the city's 
money after the election and not mix in 
city politics. This, however, seems from 
past history to be utopian and hardly prac- 
ticable. Of course, it is right that nothing 
should be thrown over an election to sway 
the will of. the majority of the rightful 
voters. This ought to stand above every- 
thing else.” 

Mr D. WH. Dougherty Talke. 

“Certainly the idea is right and the only 
one that is right.” said Mr. D. H. Dougher- 
ty. “There should be no fighting between 
banks in an election of this kind. The 
banks- should hands off until after the fight 
and then fight between themselves for the 
money, the lowest and best bidder getting 
the city’s money. Of course, every citizen 
is interested in getting a good 
strong and safe bank to handle the city’s 
money, but that is another question, a 
question that ought to be settled after the 
election for city treasurer; and not while 
the election is on in a eampaign for the 
city’s general offices.” 

“T haven't given tbe matter much delib- 
eration,’ said Mr. Joseph Kingsbery, “but 
it strikes me that it is hardly necessary to 
give a «uestion of this kind much thought 

or consideration to know that it js best 
not to have any outside influence from 
banks in any political election. Especially 
is this true with reference to an election for 
the treasurer of a city like Atlanta. 

“It would not be right for a bank ty 
elect him over the rightful voicu of the 
taxpayers, nor would it be right on general 
principles to see two or more banks fight- 
ing over an election of city officers of auy 
kind. It is only right that the people 

should have the election to | themselves 
Then after the election of officers let the 
officers. unbiased and unprejudiced, go 
to work and select the best bid from the 
banks of the city for the money of the city

THREE WARDS ACT, 


And Forty-Five Delegates to the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred Selected. 


THE MEETINGS ALL WELL ATTENDED 


And the Delegations All Composed of 
Good Men, Who Will Serve the City 
W ell—The Fiith Ward’s Action. 


All of the wards have now had 
mass meetings and selected a delegation 
of fifteen to be voted for at the primary 
next Monday. 

The sixth ward acted first—that was last 
Tuesday night, and the next night the sec- 
ond flowed the example set by the sixth 
and like the sixth, put out a full delega- 
tion. 

The action of the two wards was criti- 
cised by those who thought the work was 
in opposition to the action of the execu- 
tive committee and for several days many 
of the best citizens declined to take any 
part in securing meetings in other wards, 
believing that such meetings were in oppo- 
sition to the expressed wishes of the exec- 
utive conmnittee and hoping that that com- 
mittee would come together and oppose such 
action. 

But it began to look like the committee 
would not convene and then the people de- 
cided that it would be better to take part 
in the meetings in the other wards and help 
in naming the gentlemen who would go to 
the committee of one hundred to name the 
candidates for aldermen and councilmen. 

The third ward was the first to act in 
the matter and 4ast week issued a call for 
Monday night. On that night the largest 
meeting the ward ever knew was held on 
Hunter street. It was a meeting composed 
of the best men in the ward, and their ac- 
tion was of the most conservative char- 
acter. The meeting resulted in a delega- 
tion of fifteen, composed of the best men 
in the ward, and that delegation will be 
elected next Monday, unless the city execu- 
tive committee at its meeting tonight does 
away with that manner of selecting dele- 
gates to the convention of one hundred. 

The first, second, fourth and fifth wards 
all acted last night and in each of the wards 
a fifteen was put out. 

birst Ward Meeting. 

Probably the liveliest meeting of the 
three was the one held in the county court- 
house, that of the first ward. The meet- 
ing was wel attended, those being present 
representing the best element of the ward. 

It was Mr. James L. Mayson who eall- 
ed the meeting to order and suggested a per- 
manent organization, 

And the permanent organization was ef- 
fected by electing Hon. EK. B. Rosser as 
chairman, and Mr. Pat Anderson, secre- 
tulv. 

When nominations for secretary were 
made the name of Mr. Charles Branan was 
presented but before a vote could be taken, 
Mr. Aaron Haas secured the floor saying: 

“Mr. Chairman, 1 understand that at a 
meeting last night, Mr. Branan asserted 
that a Jew shovid not be allowed on this 
delegation, declaring that a Jew had no 
right to hold oftice of any knid in this coun- 
try. That being the case, I object—” 

“If Mr. Haas will allow me to inter- 
rupt him a minute,” said Mr. Branan, 
breaking into Mr. Haas’s remarks, L 
settle that question.

“Well, if Mr. Branan says that it is not 
so. | believe him,” said Mr. Haas. 

The meeting decided to nominate gen- 
tlemen for the delegation and then to open 
the polls and yete, the fifteen men receiv- 
ing the largest vote to be declared elected.

Mr. Reneau secured the floor and moved 
that a recess of five minutes be taken “fo 
give the gentiemen time to prepare their 
ballots.”

NEW YORK, October 3!—The last day of October 
continues to hold the record for the biggest day’s re- 
ceipts Port receipts today were 48.472 bales, against 
68,009 bales last week and 42,00) last vear. On the 3ist 
October, 1892, port receipts were 84,030 bales. In both 
years the volume of the movement is the result of the 
same causes—nainely, the corrections made at New 
Orleans and the pressure under which exporters have 
found themselves to fill contracts for October shipment. 
In both Liverpool and New York the magnitude of the 
movement caused an early deciine from yesterday's 
prices, but in both markets the closing was recovered 
in part. Liverpool opened with a loss of froin 2@/-6!d 
as compared with yesterday’s quotations, reguined 
1-Sid and closed steadv 1-sid below yesterday. Spot 
sales were 8,000 bales. In New York the opening was 
slightly better than yesterday, but during the first hour 
prices declined tu 8.12 for January, or about 3 points 
below yesterday's closing. A recovery, however, fol- 
lowed this, and by 1 o’clock prices were about 7 points 
better than yesterday. The reaction was due to the 
fact that New Orleans receipts tomorrow were esti- 
mated at from 8,000@/0,000 bales, against 12,009 Jast year, 
and the light interior movement reported from Mem- 
phis, Augustaand Houston. At all three points the 
day’s receipts will be less than Jastjyear. This was con- 
sidered as significant of a very much larger port move- 
ment next week. Southern telegrams report killing 
frost occurred generally |throughout Georgia last night. 
The commissioner of agriculture for that state says 
that the Georgia crop will be less than last year. The 
passage of the silver repeal bill would seem to have 
been discounted in its immediate effect, to judge from 
the ection of the market today, but it would pe unwise 
to assume that the ultimate effect of a return by this 
country to a sound currency basis has as yet com- 
menced to be appreciated in the confidence that it is 
likely to impart to commercial matters generally. 
During the afternoon the market was active, fluctuat- 
ting within a range of about 3 points. Toward the 
close, however, considerable strength developed, and 
final quotations were the highest of the day, and about 
6 points over last evening’s figures. The strength of 
the market under the pressure of the heavy movement 
has surprised the advocates of _lower prices. 


Atwood Violett & Co’s Cotton Letter. 
By Private Wire to B. W. Martin, Manager. 

NEW YORK, October 31—-Aithough Liverpool closed 
slightly lower than last night there was a good tone 
and surprisingly eo, after the large movement in pros- 
pect for today at all ports, but we think that the mar- 
ket is beginning to realize what is influencing this mar- 
ket — namely, that, notwithstanding the crop ideas 
and a large movement that the resistance to declines 
must be largely explained because of the strength of 
actual cotton. . All southern markets are above a par- 
ity with this market, and therefore the New York stock 
cannot be further increased at the moment except ata 
loss, and in confirmation of this we see that there are 
no premiums on future months, as there is more dispo- 
tion to buy the near montbs as they become current by 
those who have soldthem. Another evidence of the 
strength of the market, with the very short interest, 
particularly for Liverpool, is the fact that the stock 
here is 160,616 bales only, against 275,852 at the end of 
October jast year, and the fesling is that those who 
own the stock are generally more bullish than bearish. 
The large movement of the past 10 days has not offered 
any inducement to buy contracts except, perhaps, on 
depressions, but at the same time whatcomfort has 
has come to the bears has not beeuévideut. We closed 
tonight at prices that were ruling yesterday morning 

when the estimate of New Orleans receipts for today 
-vere announced. So far there is nothing to indicate 
an interior movement this week much, if any, larger 
than last year with the prospect that the shipmets will 
be about the same—perhaps a little smalier than thoee 
of last week. We close 4 points higher than last night 
after having been 3 points below yesterday’s closing 
prices.

Dr. Corry Delivers an Eloquent Ad- 
dress at the Capitol. 


LISTENED TO WITH’ RAPT ATTENTION | 


. 
By the Members of the Senate and the 
) House, and by Many Who Filled the 
/ Galleries—A Notable Event. 


The speech of Dr. Curry was the special 
feature of yesterday at the capitol. 

The senate was in executive session, con- 
firming some appointments and holding 
up some. 


At nv few minutes before 11 
o'clock yesterday members of the Boys’ 
High school began to-file into the gallery 
of the ‘house of representatives. Members 
of the house who had forgotten that Hon. 


mON. J. L. M CURRY.

J. L. M. Curry was to address the_joint 
assembly on “Education” were surprise:l. 

The boys filed in to the number of fifty 
and took seats on ‘the right center of the 
gallery. 

A little later a bevy of pretty girls came 
into the gallery on the left and were given 
seats. The number was hardly less than 
seventy-five or a hundred. They paid close 
attention to the speech and were very 
much interested. 

In company with Governor Northen, 
Hon. J. L. M. Curry came into the house. 
They were followed by all the statehouse 
officers—State School Commissioner Brad- 
well, State Treasurer Hardeman, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Nesbitt, Attorney Joe 
Terrell, Secretary of State Phil Cook and 
Comptroller General Wright and Captain 
Milledge. Among the other well-known 
gentlemen present were ex-Governor Rufus 
B. Bullock, Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, Dr. Wil- 
liam Sherrill, Colonel W. ©. Glenn, Dr. 
Scott and Malcolm Johnston, president of 
the board of trustees of West End acade- 
my. 

Mr. Curry’s Speech. 

The speaker began with a complimentary 
allusion to the state building and referred 
to the fact that it had been- constructed 
within the appropriaion and without smirch 
or stuin. He was proud, he continued, 
to speak in such an edifice and in the pres- 
ence of so distinguished an assemblage, 
gathered here for the making of laws. 

Law making is the highest function with 
which humanity can be intrusted. It de- 
mands integrity, intelligence, patriotism, an 
acquaintance with law, politics, political 
econumy afid finaficé ain? a knowtedgé not 
of the demands but of the needs of the 
people. 

Divine law is the expression of omnipo 
tence; human law is a condition of civili- 
zation under the provocation of atrocious 
crimes; communities have been roused to 
such indignation that they have taken the 
law into their own hands and summarily 
and sometimes with savage ferocity de- 
vrived a suspected or guilty person of life. 

Lyoch Law Deprecated. 

In pioneer and frontier life communi- 
ties have sometimes in self-protection Or- 
ganized vigilance committees. Such ex- 
treme exigency does not exist in the south 
' Dor excuse illegal proceeding. The race of

France instructs 
both sexes and as a result manufactures 
articles of taste and ornament for the en- 
tire world. 

America is far behind Europe in this re- 
spect. Russia has 1,200 technological 
schools, Belgium 25,000 pupils in similar 
institutions, Denmark over 6,000,  Ital¥ 
16,000—Georgia no trade school, but thank 
God one technological school that deserves 
the warmest encouragement and support. 

Skilled Labor. 

I was at Newport News the other day 
and visited there the ship yard and the 
largest dry docks in the world. At the 
close of the day I saw a vast army of la- 
borers leaving work and my friend who 
was acting as my chaperone remarked that 
many of them received as much as $10 a 
day for their labor. “Are any southern 
men or ex-confederates among these well 
paid workmen?” I inquired. 

“No,” said my friend, “they are north- 
ern men and foreigners who have become 
highly skilled mechanics in the great schools 
in the north and abroad. The poor ex-

the same as the negro.” 

What a lesson! What a lesson! 

Normal Schools. 

But we must begin at the beginning and 
the teacher must be prepared for his work. 
The training of teachers is an urgent need. 
In the normal the student Jearns to teach, 
to communicate his knowledge in 
the manner best adapted to men- 
tal development. A year's techni- 
cal training is of inestimable value to the 
teacher and enables him to accomplish 
vastly more than would be possible without 
it. It’s importance is not to be underesti- 
mated. Teaching those who are to teach 
involves a history of education, of educa- 
tional methods and of the practical appli- 
cation of education. 
of teaching are founded on the laws of the 
mind and child nature, and are hence edu- 
cational psychology. The processes of 
growth from the concrete to the abstract, 
the specifiic to the general, the known tuo 
the unknown, the thought to the clear ex- 

ression—these should not be dead rules 
ut should enter thoroughly into the teach- 
er’s work and.be applied habitually and 
unconsciously to every act of teaching. 

Georgia has one normal school—at Mil- 
ledgeville. I was recently there and would 
advise every member of this house to visit 
it as a solemn duty.

I am growing oid. In my boyhood days 
I have ridden over the site of this beauti- 
ful city when the old Whitehall tavern 
was the only building here. I remember 
when it took me five days to ride from my 
home in Louisiana to school at Athens, Ga. 
Now I make the trip in six hours. Every- 
thing has changed and science has brought 
the ends of the earth into neighborhood.

Foreign Land Owners. 

The first business for™@ke consideraton 
of the house yesterday morning was the 
bill of Mr. Stapleton, of Sumter, to amend 
section 1675 of the code. This measure 
was under discussion on the preceding 
day at the time the senate made its ap- 
pearance to sit with the house in joint ses- 
sion. 
The purpose of the bill stated in plain 
English and divested of its technical verbi- 
age, is to authorize foreign corporation to 
bid in real estate upon which they have 
loaned money and secured themselves by 
ien or mortgage. 
he en law now stands,’ said Mr. Sa- 
pleton, the author of.the bil, “large foreign 
corporations are reluctatt to do business 
in this state for the simple reason that 
they cannot protect themselves in making 
loans on real estate security by subsequent- 
ly bidding in th property. 

“Not long ago,”’ he continued, “a repre 
sentative of a Scottish loan company VIis- 
ited this city for the purpose of seeing the 
bankers, managers of loan gompanies and 
others in reference to doing an extensi® 
business here. His company ‘has, during 
the last vear, increased its workimg capital 
from $6,000,000 to $7,500,000, and is an- 
ious to place this huge sum #n Georgia at 
net to exceed S per A, provided it is per- 
mitted to buy in, when so desired, property 
held as collateral. It would be of enor- 
mouse advantage to have such a company 
located here, and would enable borrowers 
to obtain accommodation at very much less 
cost than they are now obliged to pay. It 
is really an injustice not to allow these 
people to protect themselves by buying in 
land when advisable, and this is the whole 
obicet of the bill.” 

Mr. Stapleton’s measure, as presented to 
the house, had- s@eral technical amend- 
ments that did not, however, change its 
general spirit. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, explained that 
the amendments merely extended the same 
advantages to corporations of other states 
as to these of foreign countries. The 
amendments were adopted, and the bill put 
upon its final passage. The vote 


passed, 
Tiliterate Firemen. 

After’ some routine business senate bill 
No. 105, by Mr. Smith, of the fortieth 
district, was taken from the table. This 
bill is to make it illegal for railroads to 
employ firemen who cannot read or write 
or who do not understand arithmetic suffi- 
ciently to calculate changes in a schedule.

Mr. Wheeler, of Waliger, opposed the bill 
on the ground of excessive paternalism, 
and a running debate ensugd in which Mr. 
McBride, of aralson, “alko“amade a hot 
speech for the opposition,’ d Mr. Styles, 
the colored member, an . Guetard, of 
Chatham. The argumentW*as still in prog- 
ress at 11 o’clock, when the senate ap- 
peared to listen to Hon. J. L. M. Curry’s 
address, and the question was temporarily 
laid over.

1. A tenant of premises situated in a city, 
aithough he has no estate in the land, ig the 
owner of its use for the term of his rent 
contract, and can-recover damages for any 
injury to such use occas.oned by the erection 
and maatenance of a publie nuisance in the 
street adjacent to or in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the premises.

HE IS A MURDERER. 


Andrsw Hayes Confesses to an Unex- 
plained Murder of Nine Years Ago. 


A STRANGE STORY OF CHANCE 


He Confesses a Cold-Blooded Murder, and 
Says He Wantsto Hang—He Is Per- 
fectly Indifferent to His Fate. 


“That's a murderous-looking devil,” said 
Biation ifousekecper Foute night before 
last. os Turnkey Gallagher socked up An- 
drew Hayes, a sinister-cyed negro, for strik- 
ing his mistress wijt a brickbat. Hayes 
oniv scowled. 

Au hour beiore a negro womau, bleeding 
profusely from a wound on the head, had 
ealled at police headquarters and asked 
that Hayes be arrested for assaulting her. 
Hayes was found skulking in a closet, and 
sulleuly submitted to arrest. 


All this was preliminary to the deveion] 


ment of a very strange case in the annals 
of the police station, and a case that made 
Station Housekeeper Foute refer with 
pride to his opinion expressed Monday. 
night. 

Yesterday morning Hayes gazed wistfully 
through the of and watched 
Jeff Arnold, the janitor at 
tion, giving out the morning meal to the 
prisoners. He took his indifferently and 
put it on his cot. He did not touch if, but 
returned to his gazing through the bars. 

“Come here, Jeff.’ he said to the janitor, 
“T want to tell you sercihing.” 

“I've got no time to fool with you wife- 
beating the janitor said impa- 
tientiy. 

“Well, ted Mr. Bedior 
come here; U}) tell him.” 

“You niggers are always getting locked 
up and wanting to tell some- 
thing,” retorted the janitor, eat 
your breakfast and shut up.” 

JHayes persisted, and finally Detective 
Bedford and Captain Manty were sent inte 
his cell. Tt was pure chance that these two 
oflicers went to hear Hayes’s story, and it 
turned out to be one of the most striking 
coincidences in these officers’ lives. 

One chilly Apri] morning nine years ago 
Captain Maniy and Detective Bedford were 
on duty at police headquarters. Just about 
daylight some one came running in and said 
that a mun had been found dead in his store 
on-Fort street at the corner of Baker. As 
quick as they. could the two oflicers hurried 
to the place, where they found a crowd of 
excited negroes ywathered. 

Frank Shepherd, a hnegro, 
who kept a little store on the corner men- 
tioned, was the dead negro. He was found 
hanging over a box of crackers, a bullet 
hole in the back of his head, quite dead. 
One hand was filled with crackers; the 
other hung stiffly at his side. A dark pool 
of congealed blood had formed in the 
cracker box. Ile had evidently been dead 
several hours. 

‘Lhe othcers conjectured that Shepherd 
hud been killed before he Ccvosed his store 
the night before, and the motive of the inur- 
der wus at that time thought to be connect- 
ed with the dead mans wife. It was gen- 
erally thought that some man who bad had 
trouble witu Shepnerd about his wile had 
assassinated him and tled. 

There was absoiteiy no clue by which 
the two otticers, Maniy and bedford, could 
trace the murderer, Suspicion resied on hoe 
ohne. Jt Wis a hopeiess search from the, 
first. Lhe father of the murdered negro

Atlanta to discover the murderer of his son 
and avenge the murder. He suspected a 
negro of the name of Robert Campbell, for 
reasons above given, and endeavored to se- 
cure evidence against him. Jn this he 
failed. 

Atter a few days the othcers gave up a 
search so utterly hopeless and unpromising. 
With the passage of vears it dropped out 
of the midds of the offi evs, but by Officers 
Bedford and Mammy it Was never entirely 
forgotten, having been riveted in their 
minds by the peculiar circumstances. 

Strangely enough then did Captain Manly 
and Wetective bedford respond to the re- 
quest of Andrew liayes yesterday morning 
to see an oflicer. He was brought out of 
his cell and given a seat in the corridor. 

Gentlemen,” said he, “[-am the man that 
killed Frank Shepherd.’ 

‘The two officers who had nine years be- 
fore searched so hard for the murderer 
gazed at each other in mute astenishimcut, 
ts they do in melodramas. Llayes did not 
flinch, but retained his stolid stare. 

“T killed him and [I want to be hung for 
it. I ought to be hung: I deserve it. I mur- 
dered him for his money.” 

To make sure that they were not talking 
to an insane man, the officers looked at him 
searchingly, scrutinizing his face keenly. 
tiayes appeared perfectsy sane und his eye 
Was as firm and clear as it had ever been. 
‘Then the officers questioned him, and se- 
cured from him every detail of the murder. 
He talked freely, and as he spun out his 
narrative he evinced « remarkable memory 
for even the smallest details. He told 
about the little detuils of the murder jn a 
Way that convineed the officers that he was 
telling the truth. 

They talked with him for more than an 
hour, and when they left him, Captain 
Manly instructed Station Housekeeper 
doiner to enter a of murder against 
Jianyes. The self-confessed murderer wus 
returned to his cel‘, where he ate ‘nis neg- 
lected meal. 

tiayes was kept in his cell throughout the 
day, and repeated his strange story several 
times to officers who called to hi 
from motives of curiosity. 

Captain Manly had Hayes brought out 
of bis cell yesterday afternoon to tell of his 
murder to a Constitution representative. 
Hiayes was dressed in a brown woolen 
shirt, thrown open at the collar and s-me- 
what worn, and 2 pair of gray jeans pants. 
He has the appearance of an ordinary ne- 
gro jaborer. His face is indiestive of his 
savage character. He walked out in a 
sullen fashion and stood passively waiting 
to be questioned. Ele answered all ques- 
tions in an intellicent way. 

When he killed Shepherd he was living 
im an outhouse at the home of lfon. Dinar 
Speer, where his mother was eook for ten 
years. Ile out of work at the time 
and bad the devil in him. tle heard seine 
men say one day that I'rank Shepherd had 
saved up about S7O0U from Lis business «end 
kept it at the store. He went to the store 
the next dav to see Shepherd and asked him 
to change a five-dollar bill as an excuse for 
coming. He remained about the store for 
an hour and determined to Lill Shepherd 
that night. 

He went about his plans as eoolly and 
quietiy as an ordinary man woald eo ebcut 
any busitiess transaction. fle primec his 
pistol and put it in his peeket. About 8 
o'clock that night he went to ihe store. 
As chance would have it, there vas no one 
in the store execpt Shephord, who was sit- 
ting by the fire. Llayes greted the store- 
keeper cheerfully. 

‘Give me a nickel’s worth of soda crack- 
ers.” said Hayes. 

Shepherd got up and remarked that it 
was rather cool. He waiked tw«hind the 
eounter and bent over the cracker box and 
Hayes took bis hand out of his poeket and 
leaned over the counter just a ‘irtle. He 
bad a pistol in his hand. Ile vlaeod the 
pistol within, an inch of Shepherd’s head 
and fired. The storekeeper sank forward 
against the box with a groan. In a trice 
Tiayes had cone through his pockets and 
rifled them of all the money he eontd tind— 
$7.15. He then walked home. 

“T heard the niggers a-ialkia’ awbout it 
next day,” said he, “‘an’ ail of ’em »s.id that 
it was done about his wife. | wasu t afraid 
of the police for I knowed thet rehed 
knowed about tbe killing but wo.

“I have never killed nobody but Shep- 
herd, but I have shot at several. I have 
run several policemen, too. I have lived 
with the woman, Lizzie Brooks, for several 
years. Monday night I hid in the closet 
and heard her say that she was gomg to 
see a negro barber at the Markham house. 
I slipped out and followed her. While she 
was standing there talking to him I walked 
up an’ hit her with a brick. I intended to 
kill her. I am sorry I did not have 4 pis- 
tol to kill both of ‘em with.” 

Haves was asked if he was sorry for 
killing Shepherd, and he replied that he 
did not regret a single action of his past 
life. He says he does not want a lawyer. 
He does not care whether he is huvg or 
not. He says he has served several smi! 
sentences in the city stockade and the 
county chaingang on account of his mis- 
tress, Lizzie Brooks. 

“I am tired of workin’ in the chaingang 
all the time for her,” he said, “and I want 
to be hung and be done with it.

Vditor Constitution: 1 wish to submit — 
facts and figures, from the county FEeCores, - 
explanation and justification of the a 
tuken by the mayor and general council of Une 
city of Atlanta with reference to the appl.ca- 
tion or disposition of the proceeds of the ond 
bor of persons convicted of misdemeanors iu 
Fulton county, For this is the controlling 
question under d'scussion—what part of this 
convict labor ought to be put upon the streets 
of the city of Atlanta? The other quest.on 
about the recorder’s court jurisdiction is mere- 
ly incidental; though further on a few words 
on thiit subject may hot be out of place, : 

First, then, as to the population in the city 

or. Atlanta has mere than four times 
population of the country outside the 
‘in this coun. The coulty tax books show 
6.355 polis returned for taxatlon In the. city 
and 1.503 outside, and in this statement West 
Mad is not included as part of Atlanta, but 
as part of the county outside and West End 
bas sete 200 polls. 

Of the professional iaxes paid in the county, 
Atiguta pays $35,070, against $450  o1i- 
ride.

$4,500,000 outside. ' 

Qn personalty Atlanta pays on a valuation 
of S16.011,872, as against a valuation of S24 1,- 
424 of personality. for all the county outside, 
including West End, It ts safe to say on tite 
basia of these valuations that Atlanta, with 
West End, pays eleven-twelfths of will the 
tives collected by Fulton coulty, as County 
tixes every yer, besides expending on the 
public streets and bridges inside the city, 
which are to all intents aud purposes public 
roads of the county, about as large sum an- 
nually as the whole of the county taxes, The 
number of the convicts living in the city is at 
least as large proportionately as the popula- 
tion. 

(on the hasis then of pepulation and taxation, 
Ativenta is in justice and fairness entitied to at 
least cleven-twelfths of the labor of these 
misdemeanor convicts. 

Say that the county pays the judges and 
other officers’ salaries and the reply is, At- 
lanta pays @leven-twelfths of them, and adds 
to that £100.00 yvearty for the maintenance 
of the police department, by whom criminals 
are in nearly every instance detected, appre- 
hended, and brought to punishment. 

It s said that good country rovds benetit 
Atiauta, and this is undoubtedly true; but 
how much more emphatically is it true that 
Ailinta benefits the surrounding country. 

ful some excellent professional gentlemen 
are alarmed lest crime Is to be encouraged by 
putting the trial of misdemeanors in the police 
court. Surely they forget the facts of history 
and the meaning of current events. When dd 
any of the county officials ra'd a gaming den 
or burn up or pay for the impiements taken 
from it? Has it not been the firm stand takes 
augiinat this offense by the city authorities 
whieh has kept and still keeps the offense of 
gaming in check here? 

The city charter requires the chief: ef po- 
lice and his officers and men to make arrests 
and prosecute persons for violations of state 
laws— misdemeanors as well as feionies, And 
So it has come to the usage for the police de- 
partment of the city of Atlanta to make 
nearly all the arrests for all state offences 
where the defendants live, or the crime .s 
committed, in the city limits. Even beneh 
vVarrants based on indictments or accusations 
ure sent fo police headquarters to be executed, 
Telegrams for the arrest of fug-tives from 
the laws of the state are sent by the chief 
of police ai the expense of the city. Police 
otficers go out to distant ecit.es and = states 
afrer such fugitives as the agents of the 
state but not at the expense of the county. 
It seems to be all weil enough for the eity 
of Atlanta to pay the expenses and furnish 
the means of detection and conviction, but 
she must not lay sacrilegious hands on any 
of the proceeds of the labor of the convicts 
when once they are ready for work, If 
dares do this gentlemen say crime will 
unpunished! 

Con it be that the police department will 
be less efficent when the proceeds of their 
sill and labor is to help pay the expenses of 
maintaining their local government than now, 
when if goes to Duild up territory outside the 
ciiv and to pey the county officers’ salaries? 

Objection has been made to the trial of 
these cases before the recorder, It is said he 
is not required to be a lawyer. Still. with a 
siugle exception, that office hag always been 
filled by attorneys. And it is no d@isparage- 
Inent to any of the state judges in Fulton 
county to say that the present recorder. 
Judge Calhoun, is as good a citizen and 
capable a laWyer as_Any one of them. But 
there is a demand for the preservation of 
jury trials. Very well, they’ are retained 
unless the prisoner waives the right of tr al 
by jury and consents to be tried in the ree- 
corder’s court, and he has the same right of 
professional advice and representation there 
as in the state court. And the procedure is 
to be the same. The rights of the c¢itv court 
solicitor, clerk and sheriff can be, and ought 
to be, aseertaiped and prote tai. 

tut if the recorder’s court ouzht not to be 
given this jurisdiction still the rights of At- 
lanta to a fair proportion of this eonviet labor 
ener ta be recegnized and enforced 
isimion. Are gentlemen who so strenuonsiy 
OpPHase the pending nmendment to the ehar er 
ready to have legislation enacted requiring 
the judge of the criminal court of Atlanta to 
pit the offender to work on Atianta streets 
and pub'tiec works when the offense is com- 
uritted in the city limits? I mean, of course, 
the CONVICTS who ennnoat rly fines. If sO. 
fhere will he no difficulty in reaching an 
agreement.

A Party of Koted Criminals Here on Their

A POSTOFFICE ROBBER TEN YEARS OLD 


A Gang of Counter eiters—Several Georgia 
Convicts Gotothe Mines—The 
Bridge Burner Here. 


A picturesque lot of prisoners, eight in 
number, the youngest of whom was a boy 
of ten, accused of af manner of crimes, 
aud the oldest, a rugged-looking, hewhisk- 
ered old fellow of forty, charged with coun- 
terfeiting, were brought to Atlanta last 
night on their way to Brooklyn, N. } ote 
serve sentences in the United States prison. 

The youthful prisoner was affectionately 
referred to as the “kid” by the other mien 
bers of the party, and he seemed to be en- 
joving a hue frolic. He said his “mom- 
mer” called him Johnnie Brennan, and tuat 
he was ten years old. Ile lived at lron- 
dale, Ala., and had spent the greater 
part of his life running away from home. 
He had been off on innumerable tours, and 
none of bis trips cost him anything. 

A few months ago he tired of traveling 
for the time and stopped at home for a 
few weeks. To eliven the monotony of 
his stay, be. burglarized ‘the postotlice aud 
got $200. He was caught and sentenc d 
to four years in-the reformatury prison at 
Washington, D. C. 

Another prisoner in the group Was Pat 
Enslie, the defaulting postmaster at Wal- 
nut Grove, Ala. Euslie’s ease is familiar 
to the newspaper reading public. Lle skip- 
ped out with $1,763 of the covernment's

He 
was accused of making and passing couller- 
feit coin in pretty large quantities, and the 
case Was represented to De a most agera- 
vaiting one. Wilkinson doves not iMnpress 
the casual observer as being a man gitted 
with brains and shrewdness, but he secs 
to have made and passed queer coin suc- 
cessfully for a time. 

The prisoners were in charge of six depu- 
ties, and will be carried to brooklyn 
day. 
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Four Noted Prisoners. 

Four notorious criminals from ‘Thomas- 
ville, Gaa.. are locked up at police headquart- 
ers. ‘I‘wo of thei are convicted murderers, 
vuother a bridge burner and the remaming 
vne is said to be the worst thief that ever 
plied his profession in this state. 

The men are on their way to the coal 
mines, and wil resume their journey to- 
day. Charley Odom, a sulky negro of thir- 
ty, is the criminal who was given a life 
sentence for burning the bridge on the Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western road, and 
endangering so many lives during the re- 
cent summer. 

The case was one of the worse that Thom 
as county has had to deal with Jin many 
years, and Odom did well to escape With his 
neck. He denies burning the bridge, and 
siys he hopes to secure 2 pardon some diy. 

Issac Beard is ai venerable old necro 
who was given a life sentence for murdering 
his wife. He says he has fifteen children. 
He had a young wife from whom he was 
separated, and when she was found dead 
iu few months ago, he was suspected. The 
evidence Was purely circumstantial, but he 
wis sent up for life. 

Charley Spanish has been living in Thom- 
asville since eleven years ago, when he 
ran away from his home in this city and 
went off with Barrett's cireus. He rob- 
bed the Thomasville postoiiice, robbed a 
drug store and a dry goods store. and was 
sentenced to twenty years in the pen.

Tax Collector Stewart Don't Get That Tax 
from Heef Men. 

The supreme court has affirmed the decis 
ion of Judge Van Epps in the matter of 
the beef men, and the result is that the 
state will have to refund about S22.500 in 
taxes, with interest.

The beef men fought the pavinent of the 
tax, and claimed that they shonld pay 
nothing but the regular taxes regulating 
wholesale houses, 

Judge Van Epps held that the stand taken 
by the companies Was a correct one. Tax 
Collector Stewart took the matter np to 
the supreme court and on Monday the mat- 
ter was atlrmed by the higher tribunal.
